Washington, D. C., December 8.—iSpe- 
sial.)—One of the significant conclud- 
ing features of the Southern Commer- 
cial Congress was the report of the 
committee on resolutions. This report 
reqited the needs of improved railroad 
faciitties for the south, pledged protec- 
tion to foreign capital invested in rail- 
reaé#, deprecated the spirit of unrest 
recemtly exhibited, and cendemned the, 


agitation against railroads. 
Pelitics Injected. 


The report was read by Governor Hoke | 


Smith,- of Georgia, chairman of the com- 
mittee on resolutions. 

Though every effort has been made to 
keep politics ont of the commercial con- 
gress, though printed speeches have 
peen carefully expurgated for the of- 
ficial record, political issues have been 
projected into the discussions. 

John F. Wallace, the noted 
gineer, of New York, formerly in charge 
ef the Panama canal work, directed 
special attention to this feature of 
southern affairs in his speech yesterday. 
He mentioned Georgia by name as hav- 
ing pursued an unwise policy in de- 
nying adequate returns to railroads for 
freight and passenger service.

Finaliy in the report of the resolu- 
tions tcommittee submitted near the 
close of the session tonight by Chair- 
man Hoke Smith, occurred the follow;

“Railroad construction in the south 
has heen extensive, but the rapid com- 
inercial growth of that section requires 
an enormous increase in its raiiroad 
factities to transport to market its 
many and varied products. The con-

NEW SPIRIT IN: SOUT 
AMBASSADOR DECLARES 


On His Visit to This Section He Was 
Steuck by Sigus of Activity in 
All Lines—Judge Geo. Hill- 
yer Presides—D. A. Témp- 
kins Says the South 
Must Meet New 
Conditions. 


December 8.—Expressing’ 
the conviction that a ggeat future 1s 
about to dawn upon the south, James 
Bryce. the British ambassaflor, today 
received a notable reception from the 
delegates in attendance upon the Souta- | 
ern Commercial Congress, following a 
speech in which he declared that he is 
a well-wisher of the south. 

The ambassador was the center of at- 
traction, ajthough nis visit was unex- 
pected. Mr. Bryce came into the hall | 
simply as a spectator, but the audience | 
200n noted his presence, and Amaredi- 
ately shouts of “Speech.” ‘‘Speech,’’ filled 
the air and he was compelled to yield 
to the desire of the congress. 

Signs of Activity. Everywhere. 


“Since f came here eighteen months 
ago,’ said Mr. Bryce, “I have twice vis- 
ited the south. I can hardly express to 
you the contrast between what I per- 
sonally witnessed twenty-seven years 
ago and the present conditions. Wherever 
I have been in the soutn I have been 
struck by the signs of activity, prog- 
ress and development. J see the land 
being brought more and more into cul- 
tivation; more and more being done for 
agricultural methods. I saw the re- 
sources of your toll, of coal and tron, 
being brought te light, and I saw a new 
spirit in the south, which desires to 
make educational pregress ap minensQ- 
rate with material devélopment.” 

The ambassador pointed out the enor- 
mous difficulties with which the south 
has had to contend- since the civil war. 
“Now, however,”’ h® continued, ‘‘there is 
@ great door open before you, and as 
one of the well-wishers of the south, 
who believes in its greatness as a 
flourishing and~!mportant part of the 
country, I venture to congratulate you 
on what is being done, and to say that 
greater prospects are before you.”

Holt then started for the policé sta-

tridge failed to explode. 

Officer Holt rushed into 
station and announced that a religious 
fanatic, armed to the teeth, was at tne 
very threshold of the police station anu 
he warned the officers to prepare for 
trouble. The police sergeant in charge 
ordered Patrolmen Charlies Dalbow ani 
Harry E. Stege to go out and arrest 
Sharp and iis followers. The religion. 
fists were within fifty vards of the 
police station when the officers stepped 
intc the street. They gave evidence ot 
being in a frenzy of rage, and with 
profane abuse, they served notice on 
ali who chanced hear that they 
would preach “right under the eaves of 
the police station and the police cannot 
prevent.” 

Met by of Bullets. 

The officers were not expecting serious 
trouble from such an insignificant band 
of street preachers, and were not pre- 
pared for the volley of bullets, which 
met them almost immediately after they 
appeared on the scene. Dalbow was in- 
Stantiy killed, and a bullet passed 
through Stege’s arm. Other officers, 
hearing the firing, rushed into the 
street, and a general battle ensued. The 
officers. as they stepped from the build- 
ing, offered themselves as targets [to 
their opponents in the fight, but 
unable to shoot without endangering tne 
hives of innocent persons. Lieutenant 
Clark, who had come into the street un- 
armed, was shot in the eye, and Patrol- 
man Mullane was shot in the back as 
he hurried into the police station for re- 
inforcements. 

Officers Close in Firing. 

In the meantime, a riot call had been 
sounded, and policemen were appearing 
from all directions. Thoroughly arous- 
ed, the officers closed in on Sharp and 
his followers, firing as they went, but 
taking great care not to injure any of 
the children. When the firing ceased, 
“Adam God" lay fatally wounded, shot 
through the head and body. 

During the firing there was 
scattering of the spectators, and when 
the Battle was over, the police and their 
- antagonists had the block entirely to 
themselves. 

The seriously injured gvere taken to 
hospitals, and then the police began to 
clear the streets of all street preachers.

4o justice to, the great corporations 
which are the most important factors 
in modern business. I believe that it 
is worse than folly to attempt to pro- 
hibit all combinations as is done by the 
Sherman anti-trust law, because such 
a law can be enforced only imperfectiy 
and unequally, and its enforcement 
works almost as much NDardship as 
good. I strongly advocate that instead 
of an unwise effort to prohibit all com- 
binations, there shail be substituted a 
law which shall expressly permit com. 
tinations which are in the interest of 
the public, but shall at the same time 
give to some agency of the national 
@0vernment full power of control and 
supervision ‘over them. One of the 
chief features of this control should be 
sécuring entire publicity in all matters 
which the public has a right to know, 
and furthermore, the power, not by ju- 
dicial but by executive action, to pre- 
vent or put a stop to every form of 
improper favoritism or other wrong- 
doing. P 

The railways of the country should 
be put completely under the interstate 
commerce commission and removed 
from the domain of the anti-trust law. 
The power of the commission should be

Of course the policy set forth 
in, such twin denunciations amounts 
to absolutely nothing, for the first half 
is nullified by the second half. The 
chief reason, among the many sound 
and compe)ling reasons, that led to the 
formation of the national government, 
was the absolute need that the union 
and not the severa] states, should deal 
with fiterstate and foreign commerce; 
and the power to deal with interstate 
commerce was granted absolutely and 
plenarily to the central government 
and was exercised completely as re- 
gards the only instruments of {nter- 
State commerce Known in those days 
—the waterways, the highroads, as 
well as the partnerships of individuals 
who then conducted all of what busi- 
ness there was. Interstate commerce 
is now chiefly conducted by raltlroads; 
and the great corporation has sup- 
planted the mass of smal) partnerships 
or indfviduals. The proposal to make 
the national governmént supreme over, 
and therefore to give it complete con- 
trol over, the railroads and other in- 
Struments of interstate commerce is 
merély a proposal to carry out to the 
letter one of the prime purposes, if not 
the prime purpose, for which the con- 
stitution was founded. It does not rep- 
resent centralization. It represents 
merely th@ acknowledgment of the 
patent fact that centralization haa al-

LABORERS DESERVE LARGER 
SHARE IN WEALTH PRODUCED 


There are many matters affecting 
labor and the status of the wage work- 
ers to which I should like to draw your 
attention, but an exhaustive discussion 
of the problem in a!) its 
aspects is not now neceés- 
sary. This administration 
is nearing fts end; and, 
moreover, under our form 
of government the solution of the prob- 
lem depends upon the action of the 
states as much as upon the action of the 
nation. Nevertheless, there are certain 
considerations which I wish to set be- 
fore you, ‘because I hope that our people 
will more and more keep them in mind. 

A blind and ignorant resistance to 
every effort for the reform of abuses 
and*for tne readjustment of society to 
modern industrial conditions represents 
not true conservatism, but an incite- 
ment to the wildest radicalism; for wise 
radicalism and wise conservatism . go 
hand in hand, one bent on progress, the 
other bent on seeing that no change !s 
made unless in the right direction. | be- 
lieve in a steady effort, or perhaps it 
would be more accurate to say tn steady 
efforts in many different directions, to 
bring about 4 condition of affairs under 
which the men who work with nand or 
with ‘brain, the laborers, the superin- 
tendents, the men who produce for the 
merket and the men who find a market 
for the articles produced, shall own a 
far greater snare than at present of the 
weaith they produce, and be enabled to 
invest it In the toola and instruments 
by which all work is carried on. As far 
as possible IT hope to see a frank recoz- 
nition of the advantages conferred by 
tmachinery, organization, and division 
of labor, accompanied by an effort to 
bring about a larger share in the own- 
ership >y wage-worker of reiiway, mili 
and factory. In farming, thie simply 
means that we wish to see the farmer 
own nis own land; we do not wish to 
see the farms so large that they become 
the property of absentee landlords who 
farm them by tenants, nor yet eo small 
that the farmer becomes like a Eu- 
ropean peasant. 

Again, the depoasaiterag in our savings 
banks now number over one-tenth of our 
entire population. These are all capital- 
ists, who through the savings banks loan 
their money to the workers--that is, in 
many cases to themselves—to carry on 
their various industries. The more we 
increase their nurmber, the more we in- 
troduce the principles of cooperation into 
our industry. Every increase in tue 
number of emall stockholders in corpota-

stovkholders the result is particularly 
g00d. Very much of this movement mu&t 
be outside of anything that can be ac- 
complished by legislation: but legisla- 
tion can do a good deal. 

Postal savings banks will make it easy 
for the poorest to keep their savings in 
absolute safety. The regulation of thé 
national highways must be such that 
they shall serve all people witha equal 
justice. Corporate finances must ‘be su- 
pervised se as to make it far safer than 
at present forthe man of small means 
to invest his money in stocks. 

There must be prohibition of child 1a- 
por. diminution of woman labor, short- 
ening of hours of ail mechanical labor; 
stock watering should /e prohibited, and 
stock gambling so far a8 is possible dis- 
couraged. 

There should be a progressive inherit- 
ance tax on large forunes. Industrial 
education should be encouraged. 

As far as possible we should lighten 
the purden of taxation on the small man. 
We should put a premium upon thrift, 
hard work and business energy; but 
these qualities cease to be the main fac 
tors in accumulating a fortune long be 
fore that fortune reaches 4 point whgre 
it would be seriously affected by any Yn- 
heritance tax such asa I propose. It is 
eminently right that the “nation should 
fix the terma upon which the great for- 
tunes are inherited. They rarely do 
good and they often do harm to thos¢ 
who inherit them in their entirety,

Pending a thoroughgoing investiga- 
tion and action there is certain legisla- 
tion which should be enacted at once. 
The law, passed at the last session of 
the congress, granting compensation to 
certain classes of employees jf the 
government, should be extended to Iin- 
clude al! employees of the government, 
and should be made more liberal in its 
terms. ‘There is no good ground for the 
distinction made in the law between 
those engaged in hazardous occupatione 
ami those not eo engaged. If a man 
is injured or killed in any line of work 
it was hazardous in his case. Whether 
| per cent or 10 per cent of those fol- 
lowing a given occupation actually suf- 
fer injury or death ought not to have 
question of their 
receiving compensation.

CONTRIBUTORY NEGLIGENCE 
OCLAUSE OFTEN GROSSLY ABUSED 
The terms of the act are also a hard- 

ship in prohibiting payment in cases 

where the accident is in any way due 


to the negligence of the employee. It 
is inevitable that daily familiarity with 


danger will lead men to take chances | 


that can be construed into negligence. 
So well is this recognized that in prac- 
tically ll countries in the civilized 
world, cept the United States, only a 
great degree of negligence acts as a 
bar to securing compensation. Probably 
in no other respect is our legislation, 
both state and national, so far behind 
practically the entire civilized world as 
in the matter of Mability and compen- 
sation for accidents in industry. It Is 
humiliating that at European interna- 
tional congresses on accidents the 
United States should be singled oyt as 
the most belated among the nations in 
respect to employers’ liability legisia- 
tion. This government is iiself a large 
employer of labor, and in 
with its employees it should set a 
standard in this country which would 
Dace it on a par with the most pro- 
The lawa 
of the United States in this respect 
and the laws of European countries 
have been summarized in a recent bul- 
letin of the bureau of labor, and no 
American who reads this summary can 
fail to be struck by the great contrast 
between our practices and theirs—a 
confrast not in any sense to our credit. 
The congress should without further 
delay pass a mode] employers’ Hability 
law forethe District of Columbia. The 
employers’ lability act recently de- 
clared unconstitutional, on account of 
apparently including in its provisions 
employees engaged in intrastate com- 
merce as well as those engaged in in- 
terstate commerce, has been held by 
the local courta to be still in effect so 
far as its provjsjon® apply to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. There should be no 
ambiguity on this point. If there is 
any doubt on the subject, the law 
should be reenacted with special ref- 
District of Columbia. 
This act, however, applies only to em- 
ployees of common carriers. In all 
other occupations the liability law of 


ithe district is the old common law. The 


severity and injustice of the common 
law in this matter has been In some de.

Béginning withthe su- 
preme court, the judges should have 
their salaries doubled. It is not befit- 
ting the dignity of the nation that its 
most bonored public servants should be 
paid sums so small compared to what 
‘they would earn in private life that the 
performance of public service by them 
implies an exceedingly heavy pecuniary 
| sacrifice. 

It is earnestly to be desired that some 
| method should be devised for doing 
‘away with the long delays which now 
obtain in the administration of justice, 
and which operate with pecullar sever- 
ity against persons of small means, 
and favor only the very criminals whom 
it is most desirable to punish. These 
long delays in the final decisions of 
Cases make in the aggregate a crying 
evil; and a remedy should be devised. 
Much of this intolerable delay is due 
to improper regard paid to technicali- 
tiles which are a mere hindrance to 
justice. In some noted recen{, cases this 
over-regard for technicaliti@&. has re- 
suited in a striking denial of justice and 
flagrant wrong to the bedy politic. 


INDISCRIMINATE ATTACKS 
UPON JUDICIARY OF NATION 


At the feet election certain leaders of 
organized labor made ae violent and 
sweeping attack wpon the entire ju- 
diciary of the country, en attack couch- 
ed in such,.terms as to inciude the most 
upright, honest asd broad-minded 
judges, no less than those of narrower 
mind and more restricted outlook. It 
was the kind of attack edmirabiy fitted 
to prevent any suvocessful attempt to 
reform abuses of the fudiciary, because 
it gave the chempiong ef the unjust 
judge their eagerly desired rtunity 
to shift their ground [nto a champion- 
ship of just fudges who were unjust- 
ly assailed. Last year, before the house 
| committee on the judiciary, these same 
‘labor leaders formulated their demands, 
| specifying the bill that contained them, 
refusing all compromise, stating they 
‘'wiehed the principle o¢ thet bill] or 
nothing. They insisted on a provision 
‘that In a labor dispute no injunction 
'should issue except to protect a property 
right, and specifically gproyided that the 
{Tight to carry on business should net be 
construed as a property right: and in a 
second provision their bill made legal 
(in a lafbor dispute any act or agreement 
(Dy or between two or more persons that 
‘would not have been unlawfu) if done dy 
a single person. In other words, this 
bill legalized blacklistmg and boycotting 
in every firm, legalizing, for instance, 
those forms of the secondary boycott 
which the anthracite coal strike com- 
miseion s0 unreservedly condemned; 
while the right to carry on a business 
was explicitiy taken out from under 
ithat protection which the law throws 
|over property. The demand was made 
‘that there should be trial by jury in 
!contempt cases, thereby most seriously 
(impairing the authority of the courts. 
| All this represented a course of pol.cy 
which, tf carried out, would mean the 
,enthronement of class privMege in its 
l\erudest and most brutal form, and the 
| destruction of one of the most essential 
j orwnee of the jud{ictery in all civilized 
ands, 


HOW WORKINGMEN PLAY 
INTO HANDS OF FOES 


The violence of the crusade for this 
legislation, and tts complete failure, il- 
lustrate two truths which it ts essential 
our people should learn. In the first 
Place, they ought to teach the working- 
;)man, the laborer, the wageworker. that 
{oy demunding what is improper and im- 
| possible he plays into the hands of his 
‘foes. Such a crude and vicious attack 
/wpon the courts, even if it were tem- 
‘(porarily successful, would inevitably in 
‘the end cause a violent reaction and 
would band the great mass of citizens 
together, forcing them to stand by all 
; the judges, competent and incompetent 
) alike, rather than to see the wheels of 
Justice stoqmed. <A movement of this 
| kind can ultimately result in nothing 
but damage to those in whose behal? 
it is nominally undertaken. This is a 
most healthy truth, which it is wise for 
all our people to learn. Any movement 
based on that class hatred which at 
times assumes the mame of “class con- 
sctousness’’ is certain ultimately to fail, 
and if it temporarily succeeds, to do 
far-reaching darege. “Class conscilous- 
ness,’ where it ts mereiy another name 
for the odious vice of class selfishness. 
is equally noxious whether in an em- 
ployer’s association or in a working- 
man’s association. The movement in 
question was one in which the appeal 
Was made to all workifig@Men to vote 
primarily, not es American citizens, but 
as individuals of a certain class of so- 
ciety. Such an appeal, in the first 
place, reyolts the more high-minded and 
far-sighted amomg the pérsons to whom 
it lg addressed, and in the second place 
-seoy. Alyy arouse a strong antagonism 
@mo all other classes of citizens, 
whom it, therefore, tends to unite 
against the very organigation on whose 
behalf it is issued. e result is there- 
fore unfortunate from every standpoint. 
This healthy truth, by the way, will be 
learned by the socialists if they ever 
succeed tn establishing in this country 
an important party based on 
euch chess conscionushess and selfieh 
class interest. 

The wageworkers, the workingmen, the

AS COUNTRY PROGRESSES, 
IDEAL OF LIBERTY CHANGES 


The rapid changes in our social and 
industrial life which have attended this 
rapid growth have made it nec 
that, in applying to concrete cases the 
great rule of right iaid down in our 
constitution, there should be a full un- 
derstanding and appreciation of the 
new conditions to which the rules are 
to be applied. What would have been 
an infringement upon ifberty half «a 
century ago may ibe the necessary safe- 
guard of liberty today. What would 
have been an injury to property then 
may be necessary to the enj of 
property now. Every judicial decision 
involves two terms—one, an i | 
tion of the law; the other, the under- 
toga of the facts to which it is to 
be applied. The great mass of our judi-~ 
clal officers are 1 believe alive to 
changes of conditions which so mate- 
rially affect the performance of their 
judicial duties. Our judiciaj system is 
sound and effective at core, and it re- 
mains, and must ever be maintained, 
as the safeguard of those principles of 
liberty and justice which stand at the 
foundation of American institutions; 
for, as Burke finally said, when liberty 
and justice are separated, neither is 
gafe. There are, however, some mem- 
bers of the judicial body who have 
lagged behind in thelr understanding of 
these great and vital changes im the 
body politics whose minds have never 
een opened to the new applications of 
the old principles made necessary by 
the new conditions. Judges of 
this stamp do lasting harm  0Ooby, 
their decisions, because they convince 
poor men in need of protection that the’ 
courts of the land are profoundly ignor- 
ant of and out of sympathy with their 
needs, and profoundly indifferent or hos- 
tile to any proposed remedy. To such 
men it seems a tcruel mockery to have 
any court decide against them on the 
ground that it desires to preserve “lib- 
erty’ in a purely technical form by 
withhoiding liberty in any real and con- 
structive sense. It is desirable that 
the legislative body should possess, and. 
whatever necessary exercise, the power 
to determine whether in a given case 
employers and employees are not on an 
equal footing. so that the necessities .of 
the latter compel them to submit to 
6vh exactions as to hours and condi- 
tions of labor as unduly to tax their 
strength and only mischief can ‘result 
when such determination is upset on 
the ground that there must be no “In- 
terference with the liberty to contrart’’ 
—often a merely academic “liberty,” 
the exercige of which is the negation 
of real liberty. 

There are certain decisions by various 
courts which have been exceedingly 
detrimental to the rights of wage- 
workers. This is true of ail the decis- 
ions that decide that men and women. 
are, ty the constitution, “zuaranteed 
their liberty’’ to contract to enter a’ 
dangerous occupation, or to work an, 
undesirable or improper number of, 
hours, or to work in unhealthy sur- 
roundings, and therefore tannot recover’ 
damages when maimed in that occupa-, 
tion, and cannot be forbidden to work 
what the legislature decides is an ex- 
cessive number of hours, or to carry 
on the work under conditions which the, 
legislature decides to be unheaithy, The, 
most dangerous occupations are often 
the poorest paid, and those where the 
hours of work are longest. and in many’ 
tases those who go into them are; 
Griven by necessity so great that they, 
have practically no alternative. De-: 
clstons such as those alluded to above’ 

the legislative effort to protect 
the wageworkers who most need pro-, 
tection from those employers who take 
advantage of their grinding need. They’ 
halt or hamper the movement for secur- 
ing etter and more equitable condl- 
tions of labor. The talk about preserv- 
ing to the misery-hunted beings who 
make contracts for such service thefr' 
“liberty” to make them, is either to; 
speak in a spirit of heartless trony or 
else to show an utter lack of knowl- 
edge of the conditions of life among the 
great masses of our fellow countrymen 
a lack which unfits a judge to do good) 
service just as it would unfit any ex- 
ecutive or legislative officer. 


ISSUE OF INJUNCTIONS 
IN «NDUSTRIAL PURSUITS 


There is also, I think. ground for 
the belief that substantial injustice is 
often suffered by employees in conse- 
quence of the custom of courts issuing 
temporary injunctions without notice 
to them. and punishing them for con- 
tempt of court in instances where, as a 
matter of fact, they have no knowledge” 
of any proceedings. Outside of organ- 
ized labor there is a widespread fee!- 
ing that this system often works great 
industice to wageworkers when their 
efforts to better their working condi- 
tion result In industrial disputes. A 
temporary injunction procured ex parte 
may as a matter of fact have ali the 
effect of a permanent injunc- 
tion in causing disaster to the 
wageworkers’ side in such a dispute. 
Organized iabor is chafing under the 
unjust restraint which comes from re- 
peated resort to this plan of procedure. 
Its discontent has been unwisely ex- 

ressed. and often improperly expressed, 
but there is a sound basis for it, and 
the orderly ang law-abidimg people of a 
community would be in a far stronger 
position for upholdine the courts if 
the undoubtedly existing abuses could 
be provided against. 

Such proposals as those mentioned 
above aa advocated by the extreme labor 
leaders, contain the vita} error of being 
class legislation of the most offensive 
Kind, and even if enacted into law I 
believe that the law would rightly be 
held unconstitutional. Moreover, the 
labor people are themselves now begin- 
ning to invoke the use of the power af 
injunction. During the last ten years, 
and within my own knowledge, at least 
fifty Injunctions have been obtained by 
labor unions in New York city alone, 
most of them Being to protect the union 
label (a “property right"), but some be- . 
ing obtained for other reasons against 
employers. The power of injunction is 
a great equitable remedy. which should 
on no account. be destroyed. But safe- 
should be erected against ite 
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of his action and of his reasons there- 
for. so that the congress can, if it 
desires, examine and investigate the 
same. 

‘The chief lawmakers in our country 
may be. and often are, the judges, be- 
“ause they are the final seat of author- 
ity. Every time they interpret 
tract. property. vested rights, due pro- 
cess of law. liberty, they necessarily 
enact into law parts of a system of 
Bocial philosophy: and as sich interpre- 
tation is fundamenta!, thev give direc- 
tion to al! law-making. The decisions 
et the eourts on economic and social 
questions depend upon thelr sconomic 
and social philosophy: and for the 
neaceful progress of our people during 
the twentieth century we shall 
most to those judges who hold 
twentieth centurte economic and 
philosonhy and not to a lone outgrown 
philosophy. which was lf the prod- 
uct of primitive conomte conditions. 
Of course a ivdge’s views on progressive 
social philosophy are entirely second In 
impértance to his possession of a high 
and fine character; which means the 
possession of sich clementary virtues 
as honesty. courage. and fafr-minded- 
ness. The judge who owes hfs elettion 
to panderime demagcogic sentiments 
er class hatreds and mrefodices, and the 
judge who owes either his election or 
his appointment to the monev or the 
favor of a great corporation. are alike 
unworthy to sit on the bench. are alike 
traitors to the people: and no profundity 
of legal learning, or correctness of ab- 
stract conviction on questions of public 
policy, can serve as an Offset to sf h 
shortcomings. But it is also true th 
fudges, Ike executives and lectslators, 
shoul4 hold sdund views on the ques- 
tions of public policv which are of vital 
interest to the people.

PLACE OF PECULIAR SANCTITY

The courts hold a place of peculiar 
and deserved ganctity under our form 
of government. Respect for the law 
is essential to the permanence of our 
institutions; and respect for the law 
is largely conditioned upon respect for 
the courts. It is an offenSe againsi 
the republic to say anything which 
can weaken this respect, save for the 
fravest reason and in the most care- 
fully guarded manner. Our judges 
should be held in peculiar honor; and 
the duty of respectful. and truthful 
comment and: criticism, which should 
be binding when we speak‘of anybody, 
should be especially binding when we 
speak of them. On @m average they 
stand above any other servants of the 
community, ahd the greatest 
have reached the high level held by 
those few greatest patriots whom the 
whole country delights to honor. But 
we must face the fact that there are 
wise and unwise judges, just as there 
are wise and unwise executives and 
legislators. When a president or a4 
governor behaves itmproperly or un- 
wisely, the remedy is easy, for hig term 
is short; the same is true with the 
legislator, although not to the same 
degree, for he is one of many who be-

Our great clusters of 
corporations, huge trusts and fabulous- 
ly wealthy multimillionaires, employ 
the very best lawyers they can obtain 
to pick flaws in these statutes after 
their passage; but they also employ 
a class of secret agents who seek, un- 
der the advice of experts, to render 
hostile legislation innocuous by mak- 
ing it unconstitutional, often through 
the insertion of what appear on their 
face to be drastic and sweeping pro- 
visions against the interests of the par- 
ties inspiring them; while the dema- 
Rogues, the corfupt creatures who in- 
troduce blackmailing schemes to 
“strike’’ corporations, and all who de- 
mand extreme, and undesirably radica', 
measures, show themselves to be the 
worst enemies of the very public 
whose loud-mouthed champions they 
profess to be.

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THE SOUTHERN. COMMERCIAL CONGRESS. 

A. stronger, firmer’and more indestructible national unity is the keynote 
of the Southern Commercial Congress meeting in Washington this week. 

Southern delegates have gone there with a message; it is that the south 
is determined to work in harmony with all the states, not as a section, but 
as a part of a blended and homogeneous whole, toward a greater national 
prosperity . | 

For years the states of the south have contributed liberally to the growth 
of American commerce; their great crop has established and held the national 
balance of trade. 

But they are going to do more than this; they are going to unite tieir 
individual and community efforts to those of the states of the east, the north 
and the west, and help in the commercial tug of war of the United States 
versus the world. They are already doing it. 

Such conferences as these serve to emphasize our growing national com- 
munity of interests. The cotton growers of the south and the grain pro- 
ducers of the west have learned that they have a common cause and they 
are now fighting each other’s battles. “he manufacturers of the east and 
the manufacturers of the south meet upon common ground@, Northern, south- 
ern and western financiers are united in their purposes and efforts. 

‘The interdependence and united efforts of the states is the great security 
of the independence of the nation. | 

One of the important results of the Southern Commercial Congress must 
be to strengthen the growing feeling of confidence so recently shaken by agi- 
tation and the menace, even though seldom actually realized, of oppression 
of corporate industry. 

That little now remains of that feeling is evidenced by the return of 
capital to the field of legitimate investment. . 

Railroad building and improvement is being rapidly resumed in almost 
every section of the country, and southern water powers are drawing heavily 
upon eastern capital four development. 

The south has evinced a determination no longer to cling to political 
fetich and tradition, but to assert ah independence in that respect by which 
it will make merit, and not name alone, the foundation of its support of 
policies and candidates. 

The south proposes to be just as intimate and thoroughly blended a part 
of the nation politically as tt is agriculturally and industrially; it wants the 
husks of the one no@ more than it does of the other. 

If the Southern Commercial Congress helps toward a better and broader 
national understanding of these things, it will perform a service of immeas- 
urable value, not only to the people of the states therein represented, put to 
the entire nation. 

The United States, individually and collectively, will grow the greater 
as they grow together.

Since then the Boys’ Club has been 
conducted on lines as broad as human- 
ity. It is now simply and purely an 
Atlanta ingtitution, as free from de- 
nominational or party bias as a na- 


tional bank. Every Atlanta boy is 
eligible for membership. 

A fee of 5 cents per month is charged 
the privileges of the club. The

to keep any boy out. , 

After a history of about one year and 
a half, :the value of the club has been 
demonstrated. The report of the man- 
ager, Mr. George C. Dorr, reads like 
romance. It i8 a thrilling record of 
what can be aceompflished in the direc- 
tion. of helping boys build for them- 
selves—character. By means of the 
discipline furnished through pley and 
work and study, the boys are learning 
how to find themselves, and how to 
make thelr lives attractive, and strong 
and useful.

Rules for the regulation of the mem- | 


bers, while !n the club house, are im- 
posed. so naturally and humanely and 
tactfully that the boys get an idea that 
they are controlling themselves, which, 
in fact, is about the truth. ‘he man- 
ager submits all disciplinary measures 
to the common conscience and judg- 
ment of the bovs themselves, so that 
the rules of the organization are such 
as the boyg affirm and put into prac- 
tice themselves. A generous public has 
supplied them with a library of inter- 
esting books, and keeps them supplied 
with fhe latest magazines, etc. 

After watching the gradual growth 
of the Boys’ Club from its foundation, 
I am firmly convinced that the people 
of Atlanta never threw their arms 
about an institution of greater promise. 

The most distinctive characteristic of 
thils generation fs the discovery that 
society is a unit, that human beings 
are members one of another. One of 
the elemental facts of.human life we 
have suddenly come face to face with 
in the march of progresg is that cach 
ef us is disadvantaged by reason of 
the lowness of life in the worst of ns, 
and that each of us is advantaged by 
reason of tie fullness of life in the 
best of us. There is a sense in which 
each of us musf bear sims of so- 
efety. The unity of society works fo 
each of us both profit and loss; because 
society is one, have to suffer for

The moral and spiritual weakness 
and destitution of your nefghbor reacts 
on “you, while the moral and spiritual 
wealth of your neighbor come baék on 
you to strengthen your own. life. 

The old idea that, as isolated indi- 
viduals, we can make our heaven quite 
secure apart from what happens to the 
rest of mankind, is out of date. We 
are not going to get to any very high 
or noble heaven by ourselves ag indi- 
viduals, for the simple reason that as 
individuals solely and really we do 
not exist. Insofar as we exist as hu- 
man beings, and not @s so many ani- 
mals, we exist as members of one an- 
other. We are parts of a social whole, 
and outside of that we are not human 
at all. 

No individual can perfect himself, 
only as he perfects nimself trying to 
lift up the whole social body of whicn 
he forms a part. No one’s little finger 
can get to New York without taking 
the whole body with it. If one’g little 
finger could get to New York without 
the rest of the body, !t would have to 
be amputated and shipped by express, 
and then it would have no more valye 
as a little finger. 

That the Boys’ Club in Atlanta has 
been able to live even a year and a 
half is proof of the fact that, as a peo- 
ple, we are coming to the recognition 
of a truer philosophy of life, and a 
truer theology than such as past ages 
knew. 

The true method of self-preservation 
is self-giving. If one ts to find his liffe 
for himself, he must Jose it for the 
sake of others. Had we heard this a 
generation ago, it would have been 
called preaching; now, when sensible 
people hear it, they know it is true in 
the sense that the multiplication table 
is true. 

To help the boys of Atlanta who 
have not the advantages of the 
wealthy classes is to insure the protec- 
tion of weakh in the future. Raising 
the level of one bov’s life in Atlanta is 
to heighten the moral grade of the 
whole city’s life. 

We are all like so manv vessels of 
various capacities connected by under- 
lying means of communication, which 
when filled, the water in each finds the 
same level of the water in the others. 
If muddy water is poured into one, 
streaks of earth will find their way 
into the others, and all tend to become 
clear by the pure water in any one. 
The only way by which any human 
being can keep from being pulled down 
to the mora] level of the lowest is by 
doing his best to pour streams of clean 
life into other members of the social 
whole of which he forms a part. 

This ts the philosophy upon which ‘« 
built the Boys’ Club. The boys we help 
today will help our children and our 
city tomorrow. Let us show them how 
to be manly and clean and honorable 
and practically efficient, and they wi'l 
come to the voting places in thé next 
ten or twenty years to save the city 
from dishonor and shame. 

It takes about $3,500 a vear to keep 
the Bovs’ Club running at the highest 
level of efficiency. This {s a smal] in- 
vestment to make in the life of the 
coming time. Any on@®@ of the three 
hundred boys who attend the club will 
in all prebabfl#y a thousand times 
more than pay this back with com-

In bleaching 
the note the color has been taken out 
of some of the distributed silk fiber 
lying close to the surface, but the deep- 
lv imbedded fiber ts still visible tn the 
paper, though the blue has peen changed 
to a purple and the red has been some- 
what lightened. The back of the note 
is deceptive, but is a blue green and 
darker than the genuine..

DREW A MAMMOTH CROWD

United States Government Sells Big Lot of 


Blockade 


Booze Despite Prohibition Law—Humorous 


Ineidents at * 


sa Sale. 


Between twelve hundred and two 
thousand men, of both colors and all 
ages, @ather about the federal building 
vesterday morning, blocked the United 
<tates mail in its delivery through the 
alley between the postoffice and the 
\Villfams house, overran Forsyth 
treet, crowded the postoffice plaza to 
a point of suffocation, crowded every 
window on the north side of the fed- 
eyal building, packed the roof of the 
postoffice, and very nearly broke up all 
husiness in the west end of the Pru- 
dential buijding, all because Uncle 
“am auctioned off, at public outcry, 550 
gallons of blockade liquor in Georgia, 
a prohibition state 

So dense became the crowd during 
the morning that twenty officers of the 
Atlanta police department, given spe- 
cial privilege to preserve order on 
Tncle Sam's property, wveyond the juris- 
of the city, county and state, 
had they could do to handle the 
crowd which fairly fought its way 
within smelling distance of the sale 

Several arrests were made on the 
grounds by men persisting in jumping 
aver the fence which bordered the 
ockade stuff 

Crowd Broke Down Fence 


In an effort to hold tne crowd back 
within bounds, one of the iron fences, 
long a landmark about the pbuilding, 
gave wav on account of the great pres- 
sure put upon it. 

The sale was the most largely patron- 
ized since the prohibition law went into 
effect a year ago. In their intense 
eagerness to buy the whisky, which 
was shown and tasted amid great glee 
to the elect and much dissatisfaction 
to those not favored, the prices paid 
were way above the market price, and 
it would seem that Uncle Sam, who 
bas a monopoly on the sale and deliv- 
ery of intoxicants in this state, could 
make enough in Georgla to pay some 
of the expenditures of congress. Corn 
whisky that regails at $! to $2 a gal- 
lon at any store in the country was 
eagerly bid in at $2.35 arfd up as high 
aa $3.65 a galion. The cigars, con- 
‘iscated in Atlanta several weeks ago, 
and also sold, did not sell so well, 
plainly indicating that the sale of 
whisky was the attraction for the 
crowd. 

Publication in the paper and the un- 
usual sight of hisky being sold at 
public outcry in Atlanta attracted hun- 
dreds to the spot. The word wag soon 
passed about town that the sale was 
Draymen drove up to adjoining 
blocked their teams and came

Porters from office buildings, retail 
stores, and the like, dropped by and 
loitered during the morning, eagerly 
vieing with one another in the sale. 

Christmas cheer was 1n the air, and, 
despite the fact that Georgia is a pro- 
hibition state, there was made manifest 
an intense desire to buy—to buy quick, 
and, if necessary, buy high. 

An hour before the time set for the 
sale it was impossible to get within 20 
feet of the fence which inclosed the 
“blockade,” and where the confiscated 
corn was to be sold. Those eager to 
smell and buy climbed near-by wagons, 
cMmbed on the roof of the postoffice 
porch, occupied every step leading into 
the postoffice, occupied the windows in 
the building facing the scene, went 
into the Williams house, opposite, and 
took possession there, packing like 
sardines the small alley between the 
two down which the mail wagons are 
driven dally. 

With policemen stationed within the 
fence, the only way to get into the 
inner court was by going down under 
the postoffice and getting a special 
permit from the man on guard. In this 
the mail carriers with their uniforms 
hed the advantage over their other 
dusky brothers, who could not pass. 

Sniffse in Great Demand, 


Instde the charmed circle were those 
fourteen barrels lying on their sides, 


with bungholes gaping wide, and @ 
breath of their contents like a breeze 
from a distillery, was eagerly sniffed 
by those within gniffing distance. 

Revenue officers, with their helpers, 
went about measuring the contents and 
pouring them from one barrel to an- 
other to see that they were accurately 
measured, and a final cup was held out 
for the gauger, who took the bond and 
recorded it for future reference. 

After the sight, smell and absence of 
taste had gotten the crowd pretty wel! 
worked up, the sale was begun. 

“Hurry up, boss; here comes Carrie 
Nation!’ sang out one dusky bidder, 
and this caused a big laugh. 

“Don’t it smell good?” was 
quent comment. 

‘Make haste and sell it; don’t I won't 
buy”’ shouted a loud-mouthed negro 
who could not have bought a pint if it 
had been sold at 10 cents a barrel. But 
the Christmas spirit was on, and it was 
desired that it be “‘In,”’ so each jest or 
near joke was greeted with loud 
laughter. 

Pat H. Moore, deputy revenue collec- 
tor, started the ball a-rolling and the 
bids to climbing by announcing: 

“We are going to offer for auction 
550 galions of blockade stuff, of which 
540 is corn whisky and 1O peach 
brandy, after which we will sell 3,000 
cigars and 450 pounds of copper. The 
government only guarantees the purity 
of the product. The whisky will be 
sold in kegs or barrels, as it was seiz- 
ed, and the price will be by the gallon, 

“No distribution of the contents will 
be permitted on the grounds. How 
much:am I offered for the first barrel, 
which contains 491-2 gallons and is 
100 proof?’ 

“One-thirty,” was the first bid made. 

By nickels and dimes the bid was 
raised to $2.50, when it was knocked 
down, 

The next amount offered was a keg 
containing 22 gallons, 95 proof. This, 
too, Was started at $!.30 a gallon, and 
went up rapidly to $2.25, when it was 
sold. 

A little keg containing 
brought $2.46 a gallon. One containing 
8 gallons, 102 proof, brought the rec- 
ord-breaking price of $3.35 a gallon. 

Auctioneer Pinson succeeded Mr. 
Moore, and the bidding on 81-2 gal- 
ions, 95 proof, began. He asked what 
was offered, and ‘$2"’ was the answer 
Sung out in the crowd. 

How a Bidder Was Fooled. 


Two negroes conceived the idea that 
that was the price offered for the whole 
keg,,and the bidding became lively. 
Quickly it ran up to $3, and then $3.50, 
and was knocked down at $3.65. 

The happy purchaser came up with 
$3.65, and was told that that was the 
price for a gallon, and for the 8 bal- 
lons it would be $30.05. He almost 
fainted from the shock, and the keg 
had to be sold over again, and the same 
thing happened for $3.60, and it wae 
finally sold for $3 a gallon. 

During the sale negroes sat on fence 
posts and in wagons waving handfuls 
of bills to attract the auctioneer’s at- 
tention, and the majority were there 
with the cash when the deal was 
closed. 

After the sale, the packages were de- 
livered, and once more whisky in bar- 
rels was bought and sold in Atlanta 
and hauled through the streets of the 
city, with the prohibition law of the 
state powerless to handle any connect- 
ed with the sale.
